It has been generally believed, that 
the dean was born in Exg/and, an opini- 
on that originally {prung from his hav- 
ing been brought into Jre/and by his 
nurfe when he was little more than three 
years old, and which was afterwards 
confirmed by many circumitances ; for 
he has been frequently heard to fay 
when provoked at the ingratitude of 
Ireland, I am not of this vile country ; 
Lam an Englifoman: a figurative expref- 
fion which was literally underftood; and 
Mr Pope in one of his fetters to the dean, 
mentions Eng/und as his native country : 
but the dean was {fo far from feriouily 
denying, or concealing his being a na- 
tive of Jreland, that he frequently men- 
tioned, and even pointed out the houfe 
in which he was born. 

It has alfo been faid, that. he was a 
natural fon of Sir William Temple; and 
this relation is given, as the reafon of 
Sir William's kindnels to him, and of 
the manner in which he lived with his 
wile; for it is fuppofed that Seviff, hav- 


ing by fome means difcovered that fhe 
allo was Sir William’s natural child, ab- 
{tained confcientioufly from an intima- 
cy, which, in a brother, would have 
been highly criminal. ‘This difcovery 
alfo is fuppofed:to have funk fo deep 
into Ste/fa’s mind, as to bring an that 
A melancholy, which at length terminated 
in her death; but tho’ the legacy ot 
1000/. which was left by Sir Wiliam 
Temple to Stella, and {ome other cixcum- 
ftances, may give reafon to fufpeét that 
fhe was only nominally the daughter of 
his domeitic ; yet his lordfhip obferves, 
hat there could be no relation be- 
tween Sir William and the Dean ; for 
that Sir #4 idiiam was either at Brufels or 
the Hague in a public character from 
1665 to 1670, which includes two 
years before and two years after Sqvift's

He was notto be fwayed by delibe- 
rate ill, p. 41; his nature, with refpect 
to women, was exceflive cold ; fo that 


not abfolutely ill-natured ; he was fociable 
only to particular friends, and to thole 
only at particular hours; he knew po- 
liteneis more than he praétifed it; he 
was open to adulation, and did not 
aiftinguifh between low flattery and juft 
applaufe ; his ‘abilities rendered him fu- 


B perior toenvy ; he-was undifguifed and 


pertectly fincere ; he did not enter into 
orders beeaufe he chofe it, but becaufe 
he privately refolved it, without having 
made fuch choice, p. §; but, be this as 
it may, he preformed the duties of the 
church with punctuality and devotion : 
He read prayers, rather in a ftrong 
voice, than a graceful manner ; and tho’ 
he has been often accufed of irreligion, 
nothing of that kind appeared in his 
converiation or behaviour. ‘To his do- 
meitics he was paffionate and churlihh ; 
to his equals and fuperiors he was ra- 
ther entertaining than defirable: he told 
a {tory in an admirable manner, and his

converfation had not the leaft tindiure 
of vanity. When he was polite, it 
was in a manner peculiar to himfelf, and 
he {poke his thoughts in all company :

uring his mother’s lite he paid her 
an annual vilit; but his manner of 
travelling was very fingular: he fome-

that many of his pieces appeared in print 


by their means, @ would otherwife have 
beenfupprefied ; fortheufe of this female

Upon the whole perhaps the reader 
will be dble to judge heft of the dean’s 
peculiarity of temper and predominant 
paffions by the following fhort ttories 
which will therefore properly conclude 
this account of his character. 

When he had taken pofleffion of his 
two Jri/p livings, and went to refide at 
Laracor, he gave publick notice that he 
would read prayers every Wedne/day and 
Friday ; on the next Weanefday the bell 
was rung, and Scift, after having fat 
fome time in the defk, and finding the

vice fufficiently long to win his wager. 

He dined once ata Jord mayor’s teaft 
in Dublin, where he was attacked and 
teized by an opulent boifterous half-in- 
toxicated “{quire, who happened to fit 
next him; he bore the aukward raillery 
for fome time, and then on a fudden 
called out ina loud voice to the mayor, 
My lord, here is one of your bears at mz 


Sooulder ; be bas been worrying. me this 


half hour, I defire you will order bim to 
Le taken off. 

From thefe ftories it appears that he 
had great pride; that he could not re- 
fit a vein of humour whenever he had 
an opportunity of exerting it; that he 
did not always fuftain the dignity of his 
character, nor pay a proper regard to 
the externals of religion; and that he 


congregation to confift only of himielf {poke his thonghts without much defe- 


and his clerk Roger, began with great 
compofure and gravity, but with a turn 
peculiar to himfelf, * dearly beloved 
“* RoceEr, the jeripture movetb you and 
“© me in jundry places”; and then pro- 
ceeded regularly through the whole 
fervice. 

While he was chaplain to Ld Berkeley, 
his only fitter, by the conient of her 
relations, was married toa man in trade, 
whole fortune, character, and fituation 
were deemed fuitable to her in every 
refpect ; but Swift grew outrageous at 
the thought of being brother-in-law toa 
tradefman. He utterly refufed all re- 
conciliation with his fiiter, even tho’ his 
mother, who had in every other re- 
{pect found him an obedient fon, came 
over to Ireland on purpole to pacify his 
anger, and attempted it not only by ex- 
poitulation but entreaty. 


Soon after he was made dean of St ,. 


Partrick’s, he had dined with Dr Ray- 
mond at Trim, a little town near Dublin, 
of which the doétor was vicar ; and the 
bell having rung, and the people being 
aliembled tot prayers, Swist offered the 
Dr a wager ot a crown, that he began 
prayers before him at the church, 
which was diftant about an hundred 
yards; the Draccepted the wager, and 
unmediately both run as faft as they 
could towards the church: Raymond, 
who was much the nimbler man, arrived 
firit atthe door, and when he enterd 
walked decently towards the reading 
defk : Swift never flackened his pace; 
but running up the ifle, left Dr Raymond 
behind him in the middle of it, and 
jtepping, into the defk, without putting 
ena furplice, or opening the praycr- 
book, began the liturgy in an audible 
Voice, aid continued to repeat the ithe

one royal race 800 years, till reduced in 
the Spaniards.

Manco Capac, the firft Emperor. 


Ccording to the India annals, or 
rather traditions, it was about * 
400 years before the Spanifo conqueft, 
when Manco Capac and Coyo Mama Ore- 
lo Huaco, who was both his fifter and 
wife, firlt appeared in Peru. At that 
time, we are told, the Jndians were im- 
merfed in barbarifm and brutality ; that 
they icarce fhewed any figns of rea- 
fon, and feemed to have nothing hu- 
man but the form ; and that they were 
altogether deititute of the conveniencies 
ef lite, andutterly ignorant of the means 
of procuring them. 
_, hele firit progenitors of the Incas 
did not think proper to difclofe to thofe 
Indians, whom at their firft appearance 
they had drawn together, whence they 
* There are fome hiftorians who pretend 
that there were kings in Peru foon after the 
food, and others who, though they are not of 
that opinion, yet fay there were feveral before 
Mancs Capac; but the authorities they pro- 
duce for theie afertions are altogether weak 
and infufficient. ‘The account here given is 
founded on the teftimony of the moft antient 
Indians, the traditions of the country, and the

seally 
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really came, or what was their true 
Original.t ‘Their views and the condi- 
tion and circumftances of the people 
they had to do with required a different 
method of procedure ; They therefore 
reprefented themfelves to the Jndians as 
beings of a rank {uperior to mankind : 
Manco Capac declared to them “* That 
** he and his filter were the children of 
the fun, that their father, commifera- 
ting the wretched ftate and condition 
of the Jndians, had Sent him to civi- 
lize them, and eftablifh amongft them 

a rational way of living ; to give 
** them laws, by obferving which their 

lives might be regulated according to 

reafon and juitice ; to teach them to 

cultivate the earth, and to ufe and 

enjoy its fruits ; and, laitly, to in- 
** ftruct them in the religion and wor- 
“* fhip of his father, the fun, and to 
** teach them the manner of offering 
“* facrifices to him.” 

The Indian traditions further inform 
us that the place where Maaco Capac 
and his fifter firft appear’d upon earth, 
and where they were fet down by their 
father, the fun, was near the lake of 7i- 
ti-cata, about 80 leagues diftant from 
Cuzco. ‘That the fun gave Manco Capac 
a bar of gold about a yard Jong and two 
fingers thick, and ordered him to ftrike 
the ground with this bar, not only in 
that place where he fhould firft arrive 
upon earth, but alfo in every place 
where he fhould reft or make any itay ; 
and that in that place where the rod 
fhould fink into the earth, and difappear 
at the firft ftroke, there he fhould fx his 
refidence. ‘That, thus inflruéted, Manco 
Capac and his fifter proceeded north- 
ward till they came to a hill, a little to 
the fouth of the place where Cuzcoftands, 
called Huanacauri, where the golden 

+ The moft judicious Spanif> hiftorians are 
of opinion that the Indians of Peru were divided 
into feveral nations or tribes, that one of 
thofe nations, having civilized and improved 
themfelves more than the reft, a monarchial 
government was eftablifhed therein ; that in 
procefs of time Manco Capac, a prince of 
great abilities and natural fagacity, arofein 
this nation. That he being defirous of civi- 
lizing the neighbouring nations and extending 
his dominions, by pacific means, in concert 
with the chiefs of his nation, invented fuch 
fabulous ftories and accounts of himfelf and 
his defigns, as he thought would make the 
moft proper impreffions upon the minds of the 
Indians, and beft difpofe them to concur with 
his views, The ftdries being invented, and his 
plan formed, he might prebably go in perfon 
to try what effect it would have upon the 
neareft tribes, in fome fuch manner as tradi- 
tion relates,

bar funk and difappeared as foon as the 
Inca touched the earth with it, and 
which by that fign they knew to be the 
place where the fun required them to 
fix and refide. That then the Inca and 
his filter feparated, he going towards 
the north, fhe towards the fouth, to ga- 
ther together the people they fhould 
meet with, by promifing them fach a 
happy life as ore they had not 
known. 

Such was the account Manco Capae 
thought proper to give of himfelf, in 
order to infpire the favages with a vene- 
ration and refpect for his perion, and at 
the fame time to conciliate theiraffection 
and efteem, and eftablifh his authoriry 
amongit them. 

Thofe Indians to whom the Inca firft 
addrefied himfelf, charmed with his dif- 
courfe, and allured by offers fo inviting 
and advantageous, fubmitted to his or- 
ders, repaired to the hill where the gold- 
en bar had difappeared, and ‘there the 
Inca began to build a town, which 
was the origin of the.city of Cuzco; 
and by degrees he taught his new fub- 
jects to procure themielves the necefia- 
ries and conveniencies of life. 

The tame of this new eitablifhment, 
and of the happinefs and conveniencies 
which the members of it enjoyed, fopn 
f{pread abroad amongit the neighbour- 
ing nations or tribes of Jndians, and 
they, defirous of partaking thefe advan- 
tages, came together from all parts and 
defired the Inca to incorporate them a- 
mongft his fubjeéts ; fo that in a very 
fhort time the towns greatly increated, 
though the largeft of them did not con- 
tain, at firft, more than 100 houles. 

The Inca then formed a foldiery, in- 
ftruéted his fubjeéts in agriculture, 
taught them to make water-courfes, to 
convey the water from the rivers to ter- 
tilize the lands: and as he had not yet 
had time to make a partition of the lands, 
he ordered public itorehoufes to be e- 
rected in every town, wherein all the 
produce 2f a certain diftrict was lodged, 
and afterwards diftributed amongft the 


G inhabitants of that diftri€t, according to 


H 


their feveral neceflities. 

Nor was Coya Mama idle or ufelefs to 
the public: fhe taught the /adian wo- 
men to {pin wool, and to weave or 
work it up into clofe ftuffs proper for 
cloathing, that by degrees all the people 
might appear decent. 

The territories of the Inca now ex- 
tended from Cuzco to the river Paws 
cartambo on the Eaft ; on the Weft to 
the river Apurimac, Which is about eight 

leagues

leagues from Cuzco ; and on the South 
to Quequefana, which is diftant from 
Cuzco about nine leagues ; and this 
{mall traét was the embryo of the vaft 
empire of Peru. 

To govern the towns ‘he appointed 
curacas or caciques, chofén from among 
the men of greateft merit and capacity : 
he alfo formed a body of laws which 
were very conformable to thofe of na- 
ture; this:being the fundamental prin- 
ciple, that men fhould love their neigh- 
bours as themtelves. Pains.and -penal- 


ties he ordered to be inflitted upon p 


tranfgreflors in proportion to their ie- 
veral offences. The fevereft punith- 
ments were thofe appointed for adul- 
terers, murderers, and thieves ; for all 
duch he ordered to be put to death. 

He prohibited polygamy, and order- 


A ans in religion, or ra 


blood-royal and fome particular great 


lords to wear the Liaxtu ; but then every 
one had the tuff or toffel of a different. 
form or colour, and none of them were. 
like that of the emperor. , 

Nor did he forget to inftrué& the Jx- 
in his own 
idolatry : He ordered them to adorethe 
fun asa god, he preicribed the rites andy 
ceremonies wherewith this worfhip was: 
to be performed, and inftituted facri=- 
fices to be offered in acknowledgment: 
of the benefits they had received ; viz.: 
for creatingthem, for giving them un- 
derftanding, for preierving them, for 
fertilizing theearth by his genial heats 
and Jaftly, for fending his two children 
to re{cue them from mifery and barba< 
rifm. He ordered a temple to be built 
and confecrated to the fun, and likewife 


ed that none of his fubje¢ts fhould have C a houfe for the reception of a number of 


more than one wife, and fhe to be of his 
own family or kindred that lineages 
might be preierved clear and diftinét ; 
nor would he fuffer any to marry till 
they had compleated 20 years, that they 
might be more capableto govern, main- 
tain, and take care of their families. 

But though he thought proper thus 
to reftrain his fubje¢ts, with refpeét to 
women, he allowed himmfelf and iuccef- 
fors greater liberties. The Incas had 
indeed but one lawful wife, who was 
called Coya, and was always to be their 
filter, fer-the better and more certain 
prefervation of the blood-royal ;. but 
then they kept a great many concubines, 
fome whereof being of the-royal family 
were called. Padia’s, which fignifies wo- 
men of the blood-royal, and others who 
had not that advantage were called Ma- 
macuna’s, the fignincation whereof is 
matrons, or women obliged to do the 
office of a mother. 

To diftinguifh the royal perfon he 
contrived the three following methods: 
1. The firft was to wear their hair cut 
fhort, efpecially over their-face, which 


fufficiently diftinguished them from all G 


the other Jzdians, who wore their hair 
very long, difheveled, and ftretched 
out. 2. Lhefecond mark of diftinétion 
was very large jewels or ornaments, 
which they wore in, or rather upon, 
their ears. 3. The third mark was a 
wreath calied Liautu, woven, and of 
various colours, which went 4 or § 
times round about their heads, and had 
the appearance’ot a garland, in the front 
whereof was a fleth coloured tuff or 
toflel. In the Lédexta of the hereditary 
prince this taff was yellow. ‘The iuc- 
ceeding Incas permitted thofe of the 


j difpogtion. 


virgins who were to be confecrated to 
him, and were all to.be of the royak 
blood. 

Manco Capac having thus laid the 
foundations of the empire, and being of 
a very advanced age, found his end ap- 


D proaching ; .he convoked therefore his 


principal vaflals, and in the prefence 
of a great many fons, whom he had had 
not only by his Jawful wife, but alfo by 
the Mamacunas, madea long oration, and 
told them, that his father the fun called 
him to reft; that by his order he charged 


E them to yield an exa@ and pundiual o= 


bedience to the laws he had given them, 
and which indeed he had receivéd from 
his father, and: which -were not im the 
leaft eg gl to be altered. Soom 
after he died greatly lamented by his 
fubjects, who net only loved him as @ 


F tather, but adored him as a demi-god: 


They embalmed his body and honour- 
ed him with innumerable facrifices of 
all forts of beafts, birds, and fruits. It 
is believed that he reigned about 30 on 
40 years. 


Sincu1 Roca, the fecond Inca. 
O Manco aoe fucceeded Sinchi 
Roca, his eldeft legitimate fon ; he 
was firnamed Sinchi becaufe of his-ya< 
lour and bravery ; for in the Jndian Jan- 
guage that word fignifies valiant. He 
was neverthelefs of a mild and courteous 
His bravery appeared: in 
wreftling ; his agility, in running and 
leaping ; his dexterity, in cafting ftones, 
in which accomplifhments he exceeded 
al] the men of histime. 

Soon after he had aicended the throne, 
he called together his relations and the 
chiet Curacas of his dominions, and fig: 

he 
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nified to them the objigations they were 
under to concur jointly with him inex- 
ecuting what the Sun had commanded 
by the mouth of his father Manco Capac, 
that is, to reduce under his dominion 
the neighbouring barbarous nations, by 

acific methods ; that, for his part, he 
intended to make an expedition for that 
purpoie himfelf, and recommended it 
to them to follow his exam»le. And 

to difpofe the nations to a more ready 
fabmiifion he direéted them to remark 
fuch of their cuftoms as were good and 
laudable, that they might be continued 

and incorporated with the laws of the 
empire. 

In order to execute this defign, Sinchi 
Roca departed from Cuzco, and went 
towards the fouth ; and by his own di- 
ligence, together with that of the Cvra- 
cas and his relations, he advanced the 
frontiers of his empire as far as the na- 
tion of Chuncara, which is 20. leagues 
farther than Manco Capac had carried 
them. Some pretend that he extended 
his empire as far as the nation calied 
Pucara cde Umafuyu, and on the fide of 
the Andes as far asthe river Ce//a-huava. 
He made no ufe of arms againit any of 
the people he brought under his domi- 
nion ; perfuafion and kindnefs were his 
enly weapons. He lived in peace, and 
was greatly beloved by all his fubjects. 

Sinchi Roca in every thing followed 
the maxims of Manco Capac, in the go- 
vernment of the towns, in the inftruc- 
tion of the people lately reduced, and in 
the eltablifhment of the religion which 
he had left. 

How long he lived is not certainly 
known, but it is iuppofed about 30 
years: His lawful wite was his fifter 
Mama-Ccra, or, as others fay, Mamzc- 
Ocilo. His eldeit fon by her was called 
Lisque Yupangui. He had many other 
children by her, both fons and daugh- 
ters, and alfoa great many by the Pa/- 
fa’s, his kinfwomen, and by the Mamacz- 
na’s.. It was a maximamongtt the In- 
eas, that the family of the Sun fhould be 
increaied, and for that purpote they kept 
fo many concubines. [To de continued. |

fignificant nature, the plea might wl 
enough be-admitted ; but an, Intention 
fo baie, fo difioneft, fo highly ‘ithmofal 
in itfelf, fo recent as not yet to. be com- 
pleated, and which, if compléated, 
muit condemn his name to perpetual 
infamy, could furely never’ be. for- 
gotten ; the forgetting a thing im- 
plies being indifferent about it, but 
there was no room for indifference in 
the prefent cafe. So far as I am able to 
judge of the matter, it muft force itfelf 
upon his mind, whether he would er 
not, and command his attention:. Ina 
word that he fhould forget his own plot 
under a convittion of the guilt he had 
incurred, and the reproach he muft in- 
cur, feems to me downright impoffible; 
and, fuppofing itto have once entered 
his thoughts, that he fhould make_no 
provifion again{ft the latter, when the 
means were in his hands, feems no way 
in the world to be accounted for ; and 
both thefe -circumftances together ‘a- 
mount, in my humble opinion, to a de- 
monttrative proof that he meant nothing 
of which he had any jaft reafon to be 
afhamed. 

Hitherto I have only been endea- 
vouring to fhew shat could not be Mr 
Popes meaning in this formidable bu- 
finefs. I will now take the liberty of 
propofing my opininn as to what really 
might be his aim and end im it.

“than thofe of the Poubonm Spa, by 
* reafon of a fharp vitriolous and fixed

in metals; becaufe as moft metals con- 
tain arfenic, the bellon, or fmelters con. 
{umption is peculiarly occafioned by it, 

The iron contents in the Brz waters 
are, by the arfenic in them, bronght 
into {picular forms, like darts, as may 
clearly be obferved through a mag- 
nifying glafs, when precipitated out of 
the water ; fo that when they meet with 
a coltive conftitution, or a’ preflure of 
the excrements, they tear the {maller 
vetlels of the entrails ; and from hence 
it is that frequent inward bleedings are 
cauled by Pru waters. 

Thefe, my Lord, are their hartful qua- 
lities, which indeed are {uch as will in: 
duce any confiderate perfon to deteft 
them, if he has the leaitregard to the 
prefervation of his health ; and that 
thefe.accufations are wholly built upon 
facts, will fully appear to your lordihip 
from the following experiments.

This, your lordihip 
will eafily perceive, is no more than 
what any common empiric, who was 
ignorant in nature, might have faid, as 
he could readily obferve, that the vota- 
vies tothefe waters were quickly carried 
to the other world ; but what the per- 
nicious qualities are which produced 
thefe fata] effeéts, they have not at- 
tempted to demonftrate. However this 
fliall not be the prefent cafe, for I will 
not only impeach the Brwz water, but 
alfo prove, by indiiputable experi- 
ments, what are its poifonous con- 
tents. 

This Brw water (from which I have 
extracted the zxtherial mineral {pirits)

ualities. exifted in {picular forms ; but 
that is far from truth, becaufe experience 
has convinced us that whenever arfenic 
meets with the entrails and juices of a- 
nimals without any other mineral con- 
tents, it will perfectly diffolve them. 
Hence it is neceffary, ina perfon who 
has been poifoned with arfenic, that the 
cadaver frould be examined before the 
third or fourth day, elie the arfenical 
contents cannot be difcovered. . But. it 
mult be confefled when arfenic is mix- 
ed with other mineral contents, it is dou- 
bly arméd with deftroying weapons.

Have lately had an opportunity of 


florefcence on her face, neck, and. arms,

and imall. I Jearnt, by enquiry, that 


A fhe had gone thio’ moft of the diagnof- 


tic fymptoms of the ulcératéd fore 
throat, defcribed by Dr Fothergil/, She 
made no complaint of her throat, nor, 
on being afked, did fhe own either 
pain or forenefs there. Her voice, how- 
ever, was altered in a manner not eafily 
to be expreffed, but it founded as iffome 
large fubitance ftuck in the paffage. Up- 
on infpection, I faw a white flough, 
as broad asa shilling, in the arch of the 
pharynx ; another, as big as a filver 
penny, on the right tonfil, and feveral 
of a lefs fize, on the left. All the parts 
affected were greatly {welled and infla- 
med. The cafe was now plain, and I 
immediately direéted the method ufial 
and fuccefstul with us, of which Dr 
Wall has already given you an account. 
Next day the appearance in the throat 
was much the fame, but the cough was 
greatly increafed. The day after, whiclt 
was the 6th from the beginning, the 


D meafles appeared in abundance, eafily 


diftinguifhed by their peculiar colour, 
figure, and impalpability. I was a lit- 
tle diftrefled how to aét in this conjunc-

A difcovering that the bark may be of p ed as eafily as ever either of them did 


more extenfive ufe in medicine than its 
warmelt patrons have hitherto imagi- 
ned. My worthy friend, Dr Wa//, has, 
by our means, acquainted the public 
with its good effects in the putrid fore 
throat, and his diitinguifhed merit in his 
profeflion gives hima right to be heard 
with attention and deference. But in 
the meafles he is afraid. to ufe it: and 
when thefe two difeafes happen to be 
complicated,’ which is often the cafe, 
he gives up the bark, and trufts to dia- 

horeiics alone. That this is a ground- 
els fear, the follawing hutories, I think, 
will prove.: About the middle of laft 
month I was called to a young lady, 
on the third day of her illnefs ; fhe was 
of alax, tender habit, and about 12 or 

3 years of age. I found a reddifh ef- 


fingly. ‘The feverand cough ceafed en- 
tirely the eighth day, though the meafles 
were conipicuous in the face on the 
twelfth, and the throat was not quite 
clear, till fome days after that. 

Before I had quite done with this pa- 


, tient, I was called to another female pa- 


tient, of about-28 years of age, ofa de- 
licate conflitution, though not fickly. 
She had been. ill fix days of the putrid 
fore throat, under the care of a fenfilic 
apothecagy, who had taken no wrong 
meafures With her. I found her cover- 
ed with the meafles, a large ulcer inthe 
arch of the pharynx, aninceflant cough, 
a violent loofenets, with an acid deflux- 
ion, and great inflammation in the eyes; 
her pulfe was fuil, and very frequent. 
I pu: her inte the fame method, with 

decottuns 
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eco&um album for common drink, 
fo every quatt of which was added a 
gill of red wine. On the ninth day the 
tever left her, the loofenefs and cough 
gradually abated, the ulcer in the throat 
was quite clean, and .the meafles gone 
by the thirteenth. Encouraged by this 
fuccefs I determined to try the fame 
method in the meafles fingly ; and two 
patients foon offered, both boys, about 
32 yearsold. There was no occafion 
for the fteam, and I omitted the Sprri- 
tus Mindercri, but gave them every three 
hours, as I had 1 1 
dofes of the bark in fubftance, with a 
little watery extract of myrrh, in fmall 
¢innamon water, fweetned with fugar. 
The meafles kept their accuftomed _fta- 
ges, but with lets difturbance and alarm 
than ufual. The fever and cough cea- 
fed the feventh day, but the efHloref- 
cence did not leave the face till after the 
twelfth. From thefe facts, I think, we 
jnay venture to reafon a little, and efta- 
blifh fome pra¢tical truths ; for fof ex- 
perientiam, demum, rationes inventae funt ; 
and indeed all found theory muit be 
rounded on facts. Sydenham and the 
Bet obfervers fay, that mrbilli die otta- 
t'0, in facie, penilus evanejcunt ; nono, vix 
ullibi confpiciuntur, and at that time the 
fever and cough increafe. This muft 
be owing to the retroceffion of the mor- 
bid acrimony, which raifes a fecondar 
train of fymptoms, analogous, both in 
caufe and confequence, to the fecondary 
fever in the fmall pox; but I have 
known that fever prevented, in thé 
{mall pox, by the bark, with 3, oo 
ting cerates to the limbs; and I have 
now feen four inftances of the like ef- 
feét in the meafles. 1 conclude, there- 
fore, that the bark prevents the retrocef- 
fion of the morbid acrimony ; and this 
conclufion is greatly ftrengthened by 
the meafles, thus treated, appearin 
freth in the face, even on the twelft 
day. Hippocrates has told us, and it is 
true to this dav, that nature ae sem 
the cure in all difeafes. The phyfician, 
indeed, muft clear the ftage for her ope- 
rations, and fecond her ogg | efforts, 
whichever way they point. Now it is 
allowed on all hands, that the bark is 
the very beft tonic medicine yet difco- 
vered, and therefore extreamly well 
fuited to invigorate and fuftain the vivid 
olcillations of the capillary tubes, on 
which certainly depend both the pro- 
trufion and difflation of all exanthema- 
tous matter. This fhows the pertinen- 
cy of the bark with regard to the folids, 
and as for the liquids it is certain, that

P.S. Sirice the above letter was written, [ 
have had feven more patients in the meafles 
fecovered almoft in like manner, by the fame 
method. Two were fuckisg infants, to whofe 
nurfes I gave the medicine ; a third, of three 
years old, had the fever run fo high on thé 
fixth night, that I judged it proper to adda 
little nitre to each dofe. A fourth, a young 
lady of quality, at our chief boarding {chool, 
was, from her previous ill ftate of health, 
judged fo unlikely to ftruggle through this dife 
temper, that all Ler acquaintance defpaired of 
her recovery.

Hoever confiders, that the poor 

er fort of people and flaves, to 
H take care of whom we are equally firg- 
ed by intereft and the laws of humanity, 
are not only fubject to the fame difor- FF 
ders with the réit of mankind, but - is 
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tomany others, arifing from their grofs 
iereguiar diet and neceffities, muft cer- 
tainly commiferate their hardfhips, and 
endeavour his utmoft for their relief : and 
kow pernicious to fuch people worms, 
(the peculiar produce of fuch grofs and 
irregular living) muft of neceffity prove, 
appears from the numberlefs diforders 
and complaints arifing from them, of 
which there are but few in the way of 
obfervation, unacquainted. In 1748 
the diforders from this fource alone ra- 
ged in fome parts of our American colo- 
nies to fuch a height, as to threaten the 
rain of many planters by the lofs of their 
flaves. At that time I had a fufficient op- 
portunity of obferving the extraordinary 
virtues of the Anthelmia, or wormgra/s, by 
the ufe of which alone many lives were 
faved, and much ruin prevented. Indu- 
ced therefore by the laws of humanity, 
anda regard for the public welfare, I 
freely communicate its defcription, ef- 
fects, and the manner of ufing it. 

It is well known that many plants 
have peculiar effects ; we fee, for in- 
ftance, the ranunculus. caufe the rifus 
Sardonicus, whilft opium lulls all pain 
and irritations; the /pecacacuanha excites

fome mufcles, whilft cinnamon, cloves, 
nutmeg, &c. ftrengthen the fame parts, 
and appeafe fuch inordinate motions 3; 
manna increafes the periftaliic motion 
ot the bowels, and promotes a difcharge 
by ftool; and the Anthe/mia, as appears 
by innumerable fuccefsful experiments, 
is of {o extraordinary a nature, that 
I dare affirm, we have not a fimple 
{o effeétual in any other diforder, as this 
is in thofe which proceed from worms. 

in fome parts of the ifland of Famai- 
ta grows a {mall plant, known in the 
wind ward iflands by the name of worm- 
gra/s, which T have taken the liberty of 
deicribing hy the name of Axthelmia, 
as it was a genus not before known in 
botany. ‘This plant rifes from a {mall 
tapering root, well charged with fibres 
onall fides, by aitreight, {mooth, round- 
ith, and hollow ftalk, which feems to 


grow thicker as it rifes to the height of G 


és 7,9 inches ; at the top are generally 
our leaves, oblong, fharp-pointed, and 
almoftt equal, with veias which, running 
obliquely towards the fides or edges 
of the leaf, veer off and terminate to- 
wards the point ; out of the center of 
the crofs formed by thefe four Icaves, 
rife one, two, or more {pikes, bearing 
flowers, which fpikes gre from half an 
inch to two or threefhches long, and 
erang the flowers and feeds on one fid.

has generally one, two, or three joints, 
out of which {pring twice as many 
leaves, oppofite, and like thofe at the 
top, and as many branches in an alter- 
nate order, which terminate like the 
mother ftalk.

Of this plant, roots and ail, you take 
two moderate handfuls, and boil them 
ever a gentle fire in two quarts of 
water, to ene quart, or lefs ; {train the 
liquor, then add fome fugar and lemon- 
juice, to give ita more agrceable tafte, 
and preferve the whole for ufe. 

Of this mixture you give two mode- 
rate coffee-cup-fuls, for the firft doie, 
and one every fix hours afterwards in 
robuft conftitutions (if its anodyne qui- 
lity permits) ; and every ten or twelve 
hours in weaker conftitutions, to be con- 
tinued for the fpace of 36 or 48 hours, 
when the double dofe is to be repeated. 
It isto be purged off by fome gentle pur- 
gative, fuch as the infufion of fenna or 
rhubarb with manna, &c. It may he 
however obferved, that the decoction 
is fometimes clarified and then {weeten- 
ed, which gives a hint to have it made 
into a‘fyrup.

public papers, that a bill isto be 
brought in, for balloting at elections 
of knights ?of fhires, I am naturally led 
to inquire into the end and defign of 
fuch a bill, and muit bega place in your 
paper for a few reflections on the fub- 
et. 

If the defign of it be to prevent bri- 
bery and corruption, and al] illegal or 
unwarrantable influence at ele¢tions, it 
will be hard to afign any good reafon 
why the method of balloting fhould not 
take place in cities, toWns, and bo- 
roughs, as well as at county elections ; 
there isa greater necefliiy tor its being 


eftablifhed in the former than in the lat- 





ter; forif none but freeholders hada 


right to vote, in all places, at the elec-

tions of the nation’s reprefentatives, 
there would be bat little occafion for 
balloting. 

But it nothing more is meant, than 
juft to amufe the public with a fhew of 
willingnefs to prevent abufes, I mutt 
confefs the end is likely to be anfwered: 
the freeholders will be fet at liberty to 
vote according to their inclination or 
con{cience, and all the electors in bo- 
roughs and other petty corporations 
left as ufual to be influenced in their 
fuffrages, as temptation or ncceffity ur- 


ges. 

Ifthere be any fuch thing prattifed 
at eleftions as bribery, or undue influ- 
ence over tenants and dependants, it 
fhould feem that the temptation ought 


to be removed from thofe who are thé 


moft liable to yield to it; which is not 
fo otten the cate of frecholders, though 


c Udo not deny that inftances of it may

be found among thefe. 
Upon the whole, if the method of 
alloting is to be confined to eleétions 
of knights of the fhire, whatever good 
effects may refult from it will fcarcely 
be felt ; itcan make no fenfible altera- 
tion: It is as one againtt five; confe- 
quently no redrefs is to be hoped from 
thence, if things a¢tually go wrong ; 
but if all is well, let it even take place, 
as it cannot make matters worfe. 

But perhaps the defign of it is to pre- 
vent the great expence attending coun- 
ty elections, which many worthy gen- 
pe gy capable of ferving, are nota: 
ble to bear. Beitfo ; and then the ar- 
gument will be as ftrong for introdu- 
cing balloting at the ele¢tions of repre- 
fentatives for the city of Weftminfter, 
borough of Southwark, to mention no 
other places. View it in what light 
you pleafe, either to preveft bribery, 
or fave other expences, if there is a 
neceflity for introducing it in any pla- 
ces, the fame will hold good, ina great- 
er or lefler degree, in all. ,

Extra of a Letter from Father Jerom 
Simmoneau of Poitiers, 7a M. de la 
Martiniere, firj? Sergeon to the French 


7g ey fee » 
King, dated May 20, 1751. 


F HE country about Poitiers has latel 


beeu intetted with a fort of wolves, 
which attack all perfons, elpecially 
children, of whom they have already 
ftrangled and devoured about thirty. 
The country peopic never venture far 
from home unarm'd, and yet one or 
<other falls a facriiice to thele animals 
almoft every day, nor have the frequent 
hunting meetings of fome thoufands of 
perions been fuihcient to intimidate 
them. The laft day of 4pri/, the fyndie 
ard Jome of the inhabitants of the pariin 
of Latile, akout four leagues trom 
Poitiers, killed one of thefe creatures, 


H which had juft mangled a lad whofe 


name was Trade/, a domeitick of the 
fieur Benacy ; be eat up his whole face, 
the muicles of the larynx and pharynx, 
and the integuments ef the cranium. 


The 
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The beaft was brought to the hotel 
of M. de Blofac, mtendant of the 
province, who gave orders for having 
it opened, and fent for me to direct the 
operation. 1 did not pretend to oppote 
the conceit of ieyeral prefent, that this 
woit was of an uncommon kind, I 
Only confidered the ftructure of every 
part as the difleétion proceeded, of w 
the following is a juft account. 

This wolf was fiye feet long, tail and 
all, which alone was'a foot, being thick 
and tufted with hair at the end; he 
was all over of a dark coarle grey, 
efpecially on the’ back, the head large, 
and flat on the top, half a foot broad, 
between the ears, which were double, 
Jong, and four inches broad, with a 
whne fpot on the tip. ‘The paws 
were like thofe of a common wolf. 
It appeared that he had been wounded 
in the right fore paw, there being but 
one claw left; he had a very rough 
tongue ; four long fang teeth exceeding 
fharp, with two incifores and molares on 
each fide of them, which latter were 
a full inch broad. The animal was 
threefeet high, and very lean ali over. 
Upon opening him [I found that three 
bails had perforated his body, onc had 
penetrated the left thigh, another the 
neck, and the third having gone through 
the fhoulder blade, entered the left 
lobe of the lungs, and divided theat- 
cending corta and vena cata ; the vilcera 
and inreitines were in all reipecis as 
thofe of a dog, except that the liver 
was very large, and coniilted of eight 
Jobes. In the ftomach, befides many 
half digetited contents, we found an en- 
tire human ear, with good part of the 
mifeles and integuments of the fkull 
covered wiih hair, and a piece of the o- 
quer car.

T is held that bodies by putrefaction 

becomehighly alcalefcent.. But putrid 
human ferum with fublimate became 
turbid and then precipitated ; yetrecent 
urine, whichis not alcaline; does the 
fame. The fame {crum gave no green 
tinge to fyrup of violets, nor did it fer- 
ment with {pirit of vitriol; fuch ferum, 
as alfo water.wherein putrid flefh had 
been foaked, mixt with the fyrup that 
had been tinged a litile reddifh with an 
acid, made the colour fomewhat fainter; 
but did not défiroy it. One drop ef 
fpirit of hartfhorn, in a quantity of water 
equal to that of the putrid liquors, 
fhew'd more of an alcali than twenty 
drops of the other.

. which preferving flefh longer than the 
fiandard, the foluble part of myrrh is 
obably about 30 times ftronger than 
ea falt. Aloes, affa fatida, and terra 
japonica diffolved as the myrrh, like it 
fubfided, and with the fame antifeptic 
-force. Gum ammoniac and fagapene 
~ had little of it. Three grains of opium, 
diffolved in water, refifted putrefaction 
more than the falt, but as it generated 
air, the. flefh became tenderer. Cam- 
re excell’d all refins, for two grains 
iffolved in a drop of fpirit of wine, 
five grains of fugar, and two ounces of 
“water, exceeded the frandard, tho’ much 
of the camphire flew off. 

An infufion of 5 grains of camomile 
flowers, or {nake-root in water, exceed- 
ed the fandard. If we fuppote, as we 
may, that not above halt a grain. of the 
embalming part of thefe vegetables was 
concerned, it follows that they muft be 
at leaft 100 times more antifeptic than 
common falt. 

A piece of flefh, in two ounces of a 
ftrong ftrained decottion of the bark, 
remained uncorrupted in the furnace 
two or three days after the ffandard was 
putrid. In this time the decoétion by 
fubfidence became limpid, fo that a 
minute portion of the bark mix’d with 
water has a great antifeptic force. 

Five grains of pepper, ginger, faffron, 
eontrayerva root, or galls, and 10 grains 
of dry fage, rhubarb, or wild valerian 
root, exceeded, in infufion, 60 grains 
ef falt; mint, angelica, ground ivy, 
fenna, green tea, red rofes, common 
wormwood, muttard, and horfe radifh, 
proved more antifeptic than the /fandars, 
as did a decoction of white poppyheads, 
and another with the expreis’d juice ¢t 
lettuce.

I have alfo appointed a fmal} fund for 
annual premiums to be diftributed in the 
celebration of games at the monument 
yearly ; the ceremony is to laft three 
days, beginning the firft of May yearly.

Seeds and Culture of Notth American Plants. 


“STR, 


HE prefent excellent tafte of the 
nobility and gentry to embel- 
lifh their plantations with all the va- 
riety of trees, fhrubs, and flowers, 
which are produced in our North Ame- 
rican colonies, having given great encou- 
ragement to the annual importation of 
plants and feeds, which arrive here in 
the {pring months, I perfuade mylelf 
that {ome hints relating to their culture 
and management will not be unac- 
ceptable. ; 
T have found, by long experience, 
that virgin fandy loam is the foil that 
North American plants and feeds delight 
in moft ; but where this cannot be had, 
I prefer the upper fpitt, or fod, and the 
grafs with it, that is to be found ina 
ood pafture-field which has been long 
ed. Let thefe fods be carefully broke, 
to get out the grafs roots, and then 
fcreened or fifted for ufe. 

As the growing plants are {mall and 
tender, it”may be moft advifeable to 
fet them firft in a nurfery bed, until 
they have made fome progrefs, and are 
inured to our climate. Chute a well 
fheltered place, open to the fouth or 
fouth-eaft ; therein make a bed full two 
foot deep, by digging out the earth, 
and in its roem bring inthe abovemen- 
tioned virgin natural foil. When the 
bed is ready, bring the box of plants 
near to it, then kneck off the fides all 


A 
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may be fown on the beds, and mould 

fitted ; about half an inchdeep over them 

and'then turn hoopfticks over the beds 

where thele feeds are fown, and provide 
A nets to cover them clofe down to the 
ides, to prevent the chajflinches, &c. 
from picking off the feed from the top of 
the feedling-plants as they come up. 
As all plants in their infant ftate are 
more delicate and tender, for the firft or 
fecond winter, the beds fhould be kept 
well covered in the hard weather with 
mats, and early in the autumn in the 
night, to prevent the forward frofts at 
that feafon from nipping their tender 
fhoots. 

After all the feeds are taken out of the 
box, great care fhould be taken to fpread 
the mould, or duft in which the feeds 
were packed, thinly on a bed, and fift 
fome earth over it, for a great quanti 
C of {inall feeds are unavoidably fcattered 

in it. 

It may not be amifs to fow fome of 
the moft curious feeds in potts, and give 
them a gentle heat, fuch as great and 

{mall magnolia, white cedar, or cyprefs, 

red cedar, hemlock, {pruce fir, and fome 

others ; but of all the feeds the acorns 
D thould be fown fir, for they perith 
foonett.

the Dutch E. 1. company caufed notice 
to be given to your petitioners fervants 
in /ydia, that they claimed an exclufive 
right to many iflands there, though not 
potlefied or ietiled by them, and parti- 
cularly to that of Borneo. 

And your petitioners having, in 1746, 
fent the Dragon and Onflow to load 
pepper at Benjar in Borneo, before the 
tame could be compleated, a {quadron 
of five Dutch fhips of force and two 
floops appeared before the place, and 
the commodore went on fhore, and 
compelled the fuitan notto deliver any 
more pepper ; fo that the On/flow was 
obliged to depart with about half her 
ijoading, and the Dragen went empty 
trom thence to Batacia, where fhe met 
with the Prince Edward, whofe {uper- 
cargoes directed the captain of the Dra- 
gon, as by their inftructions they,hada 
power to do, to go back to Benjar, and 
take in his loading of pepper: Upon 
which baron Jmhoff, the Dutch gover- 
nor at Batavia, gave your petitioners 


jupercargoes notice in Writing, that, if 


fhe did, it muft be at her peril ; on 
which yqur petitioners fupercargoes 
were obliged to defift. 

In 1747, the fhip Fanny, of fort 
Marleorough in Bencoolen, being turnitfh- 
ed witha pats from your petitioners go- 
vernor there, and deitined to Priamong, 
a free and neutral port upon the weit 
coait of Sumatra, was hindered from 
profecuting her intended voyage, by a 
proteit from the Dutch fettlement at 
Pandang, claiming an exclufive trade t

owners. Your petitioners fervants and

we N the Toth inftant, in the e~ 
vening, the whole firmament 
appeared of a very livid /co- 
lour, horrible to behold, and 
the greateft part of that 
night was attended with 
SSSA «hard fquails of wind: about 
6 in the morning of the rith it blew very 
hard at north, which brought off great quan- 
tities of leaves and fprays of trees from the 
Mountains to the fhips which rode at an- 
chor a mile and half diftant from the town, 
and were feen in the air like flocks of 
birds. At half an hour after 8 the wind thif- 
ted to the eaft, and after that to the fouth-eaft, 
when inftantly it blew a hurricane which raifed 
the fea in this harbour to a moft furprizing 
height, and in a few minutes it grew totally 
dark, fo that at noon day the fhips cou’d not 
be feen that were driving foul of each other, 
and we were fcarce capable of keeping our- 
felves fixed to any thing, the wind roaring a- 
bove us as if the moft tremendous thunder had 
been burfting on our heads, fo that no man 
could be heard to {peak, The height of the gale 
Jafted till between 11 and 12, when it fome- 
thing cleared ; and looking round us, nothing 
was to be feen but death and deftru€tion, num- 
bers lying on the fhore drown’d, and others 
oating on the fides and pieces of wrecks, till 
the following afternoon, when we ventured 
out our {mall boats to bring them off. The 
violence of the wind was fo great, that only 3 
hhips out of 40 fail of veffels rode out the gale, 
viz. the Cornwall, Duncomb, the Mercury, 
Matthews, and the Queen Mary, who has 
fuffered not the leaft damage: The proprietors 
of what {mall canoes were faved in the town, 
afk 6 and 8 pifteles each to carry any man a- 
board or afhore, or to endeavour to fave thofe 
that were perifhing on the water. Of the 
veflels that were loft 3 fome were drove a- 
fhore in the woods, overfet and ftove to pieces, 
to the number of 27 ; and there are now rid- 
ing before the town without mafts 14. Some 
days fince feveral veffels atrived with jury mafts 
and in a very fhatter’d condition, who met 
with the gale between Hifpanicla and Porto- 
Rico, fo that it is to be feared the windward ifs 
lands have fuffered the fame fate. At the 
fame time the Fox man of war from the Ha- 
wannab, Mr Manning on board, with a great 
quantity of fpecie, was obliged to cut away all 
her mafts, and let go all her anchors, and after 
driving over two or three keys, brought up be- 
tween two rocks; where it pleafed God to pre- 
ferve their lives, although they had taken leave 
ofeach other, and were preparing for their laft 
Moments. She is bulged, and her hold fall of 
water. They have faved fome of the {pecie, 
but whether they will get up the reft is doubt- 
ful. Another letter adds, that the lofs the in.

thofe died whofe deaths are regiftered. 
It would likewife take up too much 
room in this place“to défcribe the 
uncertainty to which thole are ex- 
pofed, who would form any weful-or 
precife, ideas from the prefent bills ; it 
may not, ‘however, improper: to 


wipe off one. unjuft. afperfion, which C 


from thefe very bills is caft upon our 
country by foreigners, at leaft, fo far as 
any thing of this kind can contribute to it. 

The three moft capital articles in our 
general bills, are Con/umptions, Convul- 
fions, and Fevers; under which laft ar- 
ticle are commonly ranked, not only 
common inflammatory fevers, but e- 
very other fpecies that is ufually enu- 
merated ; yet the number of thofe 
who are faid to die of fevers feldom 
equals, very feldom exceeds the num- 
ber of thofe who are faid to die of 
Confumptions ; way, it is much the 
~moit common for thefe to be as four 
to three of fevers. Hence foreigners, 
who are ignorant in what manner our 
bills are compiled, give it out, that a 
Confumption is the grand endemic of 
England; and conclude, unjuftly, that, as 
{carce any difeafe_ is known to be more 
affected, either for the better or the 
worle, by the air than this is, the air of 
England muft mof certainly have fome- 
thing in it extremely pernicious, as a 
difeate, fo much depending on the ftate 
of the air, is fo frequent among. us : 
whereas, in faét, the truth of the cafe ap- 
pears to be this: The tearchers are 
commonly two as poor and ignorant 
perfons as the parifh affords ; tlicie are 
10 fee all dead bodies, and to report to 
.the company of parifh clerks ot what

in fevers of various kinds, nothing is 
more common : yet if any thing of this 
nature is hinted at before the fearchers, 
or they make any inquiry and find this 
to bethe cafe, the dead are immediately’ 
added to the article’ of Cénvg//ops. 
Of thefe fatts the’ writer‘has-knowrl a 
multitude of inftances ; curiofity at firft, 
feconded by an inclination to contri- 
bute all in hig power to rectify fo fla- 
grant an abufe of an inftitution de- 
figned for, and ftill capable of, very be- 
neficial purpofes, having mmned him 
in fome enquiries of this nature. 

From comparing the accounts of the 
weather given in the preceding months, 
it will appear, that the feafons, except- 
ing.a greater tendency to rain than has 
happened for feveral years paft, have 
been uncommonly moderate ; no ex- 
tremes of heator cold, nor any gréat or 
fadden or changes, in refpeét to either 
of thefe qualities. . This may, perhaps, 
ina great meafurehave-contributed much 
to the healthinefs of the year in this me- 
tropolis, it having been before obfer- 
ved, that no weather is in common fo 
little productive of acute and fatal difea- 
fes, as the warm and the moift, 
nor any fo dangerous in thefe refpeéts 
as the oppofite ; and may at the fame 
time account for that remarkable addit#- 
on to the article of coughs and -hooping 
coughs, which appears in the prefent 
year compared with the precedipg, the 
account whereof is a8 follows:

would at lait grant him ‘her hand, and 
accompany him to that part of the 
écountsy, to which he was now fum- 
moned by neceffity. jut thought him 
‘not yetentitled to fuch condeicenfion, 
-and therefore propoied, as a trial of his 
conftancy, that he fhould return at the 
send. of jummer to the cavern where 
their acquaintance commenced, and

** above the ground, - dwell - together 
** from year to year, with flocks “of 
“ tame animals grazing in the fields 
** about them, and can pafs at any

p Lioquve Yuranqui, the third Inca. 


~oame YuPaNnQui fucceeded im- 
4 mediately upon his father’s deceafe. 
He was called L/sgue becaule he was 
left-handed, and Yupangui’ (which fig- 
nifies counters) becauie his virtues, 
great exploits, and good qualities were 
worthy of being counted and reported ; 

r denoting ‘an irregularity in 
his perfon, the other intimating the 
perfections of his mind, : 

His firft enterprize was to profecute 
the conquefts which his anceftors had 
begun. For this ‘purpofe he levied an 
army of about fix ot feven thoufand 
men, and put it under the command of 
his two uncles, that the nations who 
would not yield toperfuafion might be 
reduced by force. ; 

_ With this army he entered a pro- 
vince called Cana, and {ent to the inha- 
bitants meflengers, offering them all the 
conveniencies and advantages his fub- 


{upport the flow pailage of the veffel of E jects enjoyed if they would fubmit. 


carriage, had fet out before them in his 
fifhing boat, and they expected at their 
arrival to find him on fhore. 

jut, diflraéted at this intelligence, 
was about to fly again into the hills 
without knowing why; but fhe was 
now in the hands of her parents, who 
forced her back to their own hut, and 
endeavoured to comfort her. They at 
laft retired to reft, and Ajut went down 
to the beach, where finding a fifhing 
boat fhe entered it without hefitation, 
and telling thofe who wondered at her 
rafhnefs, that fhe was going in fearch of 
Anningait, rowed away with great {wift- 
nefs, and was feen no more. 

The fate of thefe lovers gave occafion 
to various fi¢tions and conjectures. 
Some were ef opinion that they are 
changed into ftars ; others imagine that

‘The Camas being a more intelligent 
people than moft of the others around 
them, informed themfelves’ _ well of 
every thing, and being prepoffefled by 
the fame of the exploits, government, 
and policy of. the Incas, they determi-

their fovereign. The Inca received 
them with pleafure, and leaving with 
them minifters and able men to fettle a 
form of government, and to teach them 
to cultivate the earth, and other ufeful 

arts, proceeded farther with his army. 
Continuing his conguefts he came to 

Ga nation called Ayaviri, who refufedt 
fubmit. They took uparmis, made head 
againit him, and bravely detended their 
liberties for along time; but at laft, not 
being able to make further refiftance, 
they *furrendered * at difcretion. The 


Anningait was feized in his pailage by H Inca received them with clemency, and

ardoned their obitinate refiftance. “He 

hen advanced farther, and meéting with 
a proper fituation he commanded a for- 
trefs to be erected, as well to keep this 
' ' - paLloy 
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nation in fubjeétion, as to cover his new 
conqueit. The fortrefs was called Pu- 
cara: This was the firft time that the 
Incas made ule of arms to bring the 
Indians wnder fubjection. 

The Inca then returned to Cuzco, and 
having refrefhed himfelf and foldiers 
for fome time, he made a fecond expe- 
dition, and added to his dominions the 
provinces of Paucar-colla and Hatun- 
colla ; to the natives whereof, as they 
made no refiftance, but received him 
with great demonttrations of joy, he 

ranted many favours and privileges. 
Fie ordered fome of his own robes to 
be given to rhéir Curacas, and gave 
them leave to wear always fuch fort ox 
robes, that the remembrance of their 
ready fubmiffion might be tranfmitted 
to the Incas his fucceffors ; and in con- 
fequence thereof their country was af- 
terwards adorned with very magnificent 
royal palaces, and a temple of the fun, 
and a houfe of confecrated virgins ereét- 
ed therein. After the example of thefe 
people many others {ubmitted with ve- 
ry little or no reluctance. By thefe 
means he extended his conquetts, ‘ac- 


cording to fome, as far’ as Chucuytu, or, J) 


according to other hiftorians, as far as 
the channel or drain of the lake Titi-ca- 
ca, and the nations which extend them- 
elves weftwards, for the {pace of 20 
leagues, and whofe country ‘terminates 
at the foot of the Cordilleras. 

Having thus sane pect finifhed his 
conquefts, he returned to Cuzco to fpend 
the reft of his life in the cares of go- 
vernment, and civilizing the fubjects he 
had lately acquired. He made two pro: 
grefles through his empire, to fee that 
the laws weré punéctually obferved, and 
to adminifter juftice to all his fubjetts. 
‘And to make his fucceffor known. to 
his fubjeéts, as well as to inftruct. him 
in the arts of government, he ordered 
his eldeft legitimate fon Mayta-Capac 
to vifit the * whole \ conqueits twice 
over, attended by the wifeft, moft an- 
cient, and experienced men of his court: 

By his lawful wife, Mama-Cava, ‘he 
had no‘other fon but Mayta-Capac, but 
by his concubines he had many chil- 
dren of both fexes. ine 

Finding death approach, he affembled 
his fons, the Curacas, and thofe of the 
blood-royal, and recommended to them 
the prefervation of the empire, the ob- 
fervance of the‘laws, and obedience and 
re{pect to their fovereign ; after which 
he turnéd {r6m theni and‘died, much Ja: 
mented by his ‘fybjects, by whom he 
wae placee amongit their gods, ds_in-

deed were all the Incas ; for they were 
helieved to be tht true fons of the fun 
and were reverenced as deities whilft 
they lived, and acknowledged as fuch, 
by worfhip and adoration, afier their 
deceafe. 


A Mayra-Carac, the fourth Tea. 


oy Bata, the eldeft legiti- 
mate fon of Liogue-Yupanqui, uc- 
ceeded his father in the royal dignity. 
He began his rejgn by vifiting all his 
dominions, as well: ta diftribute juftice 
to his fubjeéts, as to difplay his muni- 
ficence, by granting favours, honours, 
and privileges to the Curacas, or Ca- 
ciques. .He.no {poner returned from 
his progrefs than he took the field with 
an army qf 12006 men, and having 
crofied the great drain of the lake of Titz- 
caca, in balfas* which he caufed to be 
built or framed for. that purpofe, he en- 
tered the province of Tiabuanaru (fa- 
mous for thofe vai and flupendous 
monuments of antiquity + that aré 
found therein) which fubmitted to him 
without refiltance. 

Continuing his march he came to 
Cac-yaviri, the natives whereof refufed 
to acknowledge him for their fovereign, 
Theirs was ayery plain flat country, 
there was only one hill in ~ it 
whereon they had ereéted a fort; this 
hil] they adoredas a deity, and in it pla- 
ced all their hopes ‘of faféty. hither 
they all retired, but the Inca furrounded 


E it with Hfis army, and foon obliged them 


tofurrender. He received them graci- 
pufly, and gaye them {feveral marks of 
his favour ; among the reft he permit- 
ted their Curacas to falute him without 
bending the knee, a privilege whic 

none but thofe of the blood ‘royal had 


B hitherto enjoyed. ‘This mild treatment 


of the natives of Cac-yavirt induced the 
rovinces of Cauguicura, Mailama, and 
warina to turrender voluntarily, aitho’ 
they

with their houfes and all their etiects; 


ged to crofs the great river Apurimac,

‘This 
traét was inhabited by the nations call- 
ed Liaricafa and Sancaver, who made 


and more than 10 leagues broad, 
From hence he advanced towards the 
defart of Conti/uyz, but there he met 
with a large morafs which obftruéted 
his march, and was three leagues in 
breadth, and many more in length. 
He commandes a ftone caufeway to be 


no oppofition. But the Co//as, a people E raiféd and carried through it ; and, to a- 


se 


divided into various tribes or nations, 
who inhabited the circumjacent coun- 
tries, united to the number of 13 or 
14,000 men, and came out to meet him. 
The Inca would fain have avoided com- 
ing to an engagement, but at laft he 
found himfelf in juch circumftances that 
he was obliged to give them battle. 
Both fides fought a whole day with e- 
ual courage, nor did they retire to 
their refpective camps till the darknefs 
of the night obliged them. The next 
day the Co//as found their lofs fo confi- 
aerable that they refolved to furrender 


nimate his foldiers by his example, he 
himfelf worked at it, and carried. ftones 
like a common Jabourer, fo that ina 
few days a caufeway, fix yards wide

Having croffed the mora{s by 
means of this caufeway, he came tothe

He advanced 24, leagues farther, and 
took in Caracollo, the lake of Paria, and 
the valley of Chugui-apu without meet- 
ing any refiftance, and thinking hiscon- 
quefts uficiently extended on this fide, 
he returned to Cuzco with his army. __ 

Refolving afterwards to extend his 
Geminions weitwards, and being obli- 





numbers. of them, they threw down 
their arms and furrendered. He after- 
wards fubjugated without difficulty the 
provinces of Tauri/ma, Cotahuau, Puma- 
tampu, Paribuana-cocha, and alfo, after 
crofing the defart of Crepana, the pro- 
vinces of Aruni and Ci//abya. As thefe 
countries were almoit defart, he found- 
ed and peopled feveral towns with o- 
ther nations, who inhabited lefs fertile 
tracts

_ After he had reduced thefe three pro- 
vinces, he returned to Curacas, which he 


all thofe who had diftinguifhed them- A entered in a triumphant manner, accom- 


felves in the expec nd d ; 
them all highly fatisfied with his affabi- 
lity and munificence. -_ , 
‘The remainder of his life he {pent in 
the cares of government, the adminif- 
tration of juftice, and the improvement 
of the late conquefts. He took particu- 
lar care of the poor, the widows, andor- 
phans, and made feveral excellent laws 
and regulations for their fuftenance and 
protection. , : ! 
He left the empire to his eldeft leg 
timate fon Capac-Yupanqui, whom 
had by his wile and fifter Mama-Cuca.

they were joyned to one another by 
fome glutinous particles, and hardened 
into a perteét rock; but when this was 
done is the quettion: I can fee no rea- 
fon to fuppote that it was brought about 
at any time during the prefent conftitu- 
tion‘of the earth. I have found various 
forts of fea-fhells in thefe kind of ftones ; 
fuch as offers, cockles, &c. which ] 


‘take to be- a ftrong argument for the 


above hypothefis. ‘Dhere is tobe feen 
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near Panteg in Pembrokefbire, upon th 
top of a high hill, almoft upon the fur- 
‘face of the ground,a veinof a reddifh 
rotten ftone, whichcontains a variety 
of petrefied hells, teeth and bohes of fifbes, 
&c. and many of them are tinged with 
a gold colour, much like thofe that 
have been long expofed tothe fun on 
the fea-fhore. 

4. Js it altogether improbable, that 
the oe and other marine foffils, found 
in the bowels of the earth, are a part 
of theruins of a former world? Could 
not thefe fofi/s have been bred during 
the prior itate of the earth, and remain 
in the places we now find then, fince 
the reftoration of this globe from chaos ? 
Petrefied feells, in my apprehenfion, are 
capable of preferving their forth for a 
vat feries of years. J have by me 
fome of the cock/e and periwinkle kind, 
which I have taken out of  folid 
rocks, where, I fuppofé, they would 
have preferved the fame form and tex- 
ture for 10000 years tocome, if the 
prefent conititution of the earth was to 
have continued fo long. 

Perhaps thefe fhort hints, improved 
upon by perfons of better capacities and 
opportunities than myielf (whole genius 
leads this way) may open a door into 
a wide field of obiervations and en- 
quiries intirely new, and afford a fhort- 
er and eafier way of accounting for the 
texture and difpofition of the various 
ftratas which compofe this globe.

Three ounces 6f .purified quickfilver 
being conveyed into a glafs globe, two 
young gentlemen of adejicate complex- 
ion placed on a proper ftand, Jaid hold of 
the prime conductor, and were elec- 
tried. The globe, upon being turn- 
ed, was prefently filled with light, like 
that of burning phofphorus, which was 


G itrong and languid by fits, as the wheel 


was. turned quicker or flower, or the 
globe rubbed harder or fofter. ‘The e- 
lectricity, which before the quickfilver 
was put in was very firong, was there- 
by confiderably weakened, nor could 
it by any means be reitored to its for- 
mer vigour for a quarter of an hour to- 
gether. 

Neither the perfon ¢oncerned in rub- 
bing the globe with his hands, nor the 
othcr twe who were clectrifed, were 
in the leait falivated, or at all affected 
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about the throat. However, part of a

Experiments in Septics and) Antifeptics. 


The fpecimens of the antiftortuttic 
plants make it probable that none of that 
tribe are feptie. Even carrots, turneps, 
garlic, celery; cabbage, and colewort, 
did not haften, but fomewhat retarded 
putrefaétion. 

> Thecafe was fomewhatdifferent with 
the farinaceous kind. Infufion of white 
bread, decoétions of flour,-barley,- and 
oatmeal, did not at all retard ‘putrefac- 
tion, altho’, after it was fomewhat. ad- 
vanced, they check'd it by turning four. 

Cantharides were tried with frefh beet, 
and with the ferum of human blood; 
dried vipers only with the former ; but 
neither of them_haltened putrefaction. 
Caftor was fo far trom promoting it, 
that an infufion of twelve grains oppof- 
ed it more than the ftandard. Thefe 
being all animal fubitances, were more 
likely to prove feptic. 

After finding no feptics where they 
were moft expected, {ome were difco- 
vered which feemed the leaft likely. 
Twenty grains of crabs eyes prepared 
Were mixed with fix drams of ox gall, 
and as much water ; into another phial 
was put nothing but gall and water, in 
the fame quaniity as the other ; and be-

The moft general means of accele- 
rating putredaction is by heat, moifture, 
and ftagnating, air; which being com- 
moniy known needs_no particular ex- 
periments.. Bur lord Bacox and‘ fome 
chemiils have hinted at a putrid-fermen- 
tation, like what is tound ih vegetables; 
which having fo near a connexion wkh 
contagion, . the following experiment 
was made to illuftrate it.
